Lonpoyn, April 16.—The return of Boulanger 
by so large a majority is considered on all 
bands as a serious blow to the stability of the 
French Republic. Even the Radicals,who were 
opposed at first to play him off against the 
Ferryites, are alarmed at the commanding 
position he has assumed. From what is known 
of his character he appears quite capable of 
quietly disregarding his deciarations in favor 
of the Republic and of peace. Like Louls Na- 
polean, he denies that the Duc G’Aumale had 
anything to do with bis nomination asa Gen- 
eral, although forced afterwards to admit It, “9 
owing to the production of a letter in his own a 
handwriting. Again, it is well known that 
while at Clermont he denied connection with 
the electoral maneuvers, although afterwards 
confronted with his own cipher telegrams. 
The Nord, however, always has been opposed 
to the Republic. At the general election in 188 
the reactionaries carried all twenty seats. 
Boulanger’s increased majority shows that he 
contrived to secure a certain proportion of Ra- 
publican votes.

A BURGLAR’S DEATH. 


AN INVESTIGATION INTO THE KILLING OF 
ADOLPH KLSINTOPF. 


Mr. Julius Meyer Tells of the Discovery of 
a Trio of Burgiars in His Saloon—A Shot 
Through a Transom Window Brings 
Down One of the Gang—The Victim's 
Record as Made Up By the Police—War- 
rants for the Dead Burglar's Accom- 
plices. 


The inquest on young Adolph Kleintopt, the 
burglar who was shot and killed while at- 
tempting to burgierize the saloon of Julius 
Meyer, on the southeast corner of Sixth and 
Hickory streets, at 4:30 yesterday morn- 
ing, was to have been heid at the 
Ooroner’s office at II o’clock this morning, 
but as Dr. Frazer found it impossible to get 
all the witnesses at that hour, he postponed 
the inquest until s p. m. Julius Meyer, who 
fired the fatal shot, has not been 
locked up at all, as everything goes to show 
that the shooting was justifiabie, the boy hav- 
ing been killed while in the act of burglariz- 
ing Mr. Meyer’s saloon. The saloon-keeper

THE NEW YORK BREWERS SHUT DOWN 
THIS MORNING. 


Thousands of Employes Thrown Out of Em- 
ployment — A Long Period of Idleness 
Probable—The Men Take Their Dismissal 
Quietly — A Big Meeting at Clarendon 
Hall. 


NEw YORK, April 16.—The brewery lockout 
has begun and more than 5,000 brewers, brew- 
ery-wagon drivers, helpers, coopers, wagon- 
makers, painters, apprentices, in Brook- 
lyn, this city, Newark, Paterson and 
Staten Island are Sut of work. 
The financial week of the workmen 
ended at noon to-day. According to the in- 
structions of the brewers, every brewer in 
every one of the above named cities opens as 
usual this morning, and there were few out- 
ward indications that the greatest lockout 
that has ever taken place in this section 
of the country would occur in a 
few hours. It was a noticeable fact, 


however, that for the most part the men wore 
better clothes than usual, having gone to work 
prepared to be locked out and spend the after- 
noon asahalf holiday. There was no kind of 
demonstration, and the men were as quietand 
— as if nothing was the matter. Just

The bosses considered that the contract 
which the Journeymen Brewers’ Union de- 
manded ofthe employers to sign was decid- 
edly of this nature, and consequently had 
refused to sign it. The men were further 
informed that should they feel 
disposed to submit their names for re-em- 
ployment as individuals, and were willing to 
disconnect themselves from their unions and 
recognize their employers as their only bosses, 
the proprietors would be perfectly willing to 
re-employ them, give them the same pay with 
the same number of hours’ work and employ 
them under the some conditions as they mad 
worked under formerly when the time 
come. The men passed quietly to 
the cashier’s desk after they 
had heard what the proprietors 


had to say, received their weekly pay and de- 


parted. At noon-time, according to agree- 
ment, every brewery door was closed and 
business for the time is suspended. : 
THE LOCKED OUT MEN. 
In this city as fast as the men received their 
pay proceeded at once to Olarendon 
all on Thirteenth street, their head- 
quarters, where the Strike Committee 
was in waiting to take their names andthe 
name of the brewery they belonged.

A LONDON LODGING HOUSE. 


George R.Sims Pictures the Places Where 
Many of the London Poor Find Shelter. 


George R. Sims in Philadelphia Times. 

The first scene to which your attention is in- 
vited is a common lodging house. Before the 
passing of Lord Shaftesbury’s act, in 1857, the 
common lodging houses were among the vilest 
dens of the metropolis. They were hot-beds 


of crime and pestilence. They were the scenes 
of nightly orgies of the most horrible descrip- 
tions—foul Alsatias in which the vilest scum of 
the city gathered together and hatched new 
crimes and gu ed and fought over the pro- 
ceeds of old ones. 

In those days there was no limit to the num- 
ber of guests who might be received, and so 
these dens were pack nightly by a seething 
mob of men, women and children, and no 
consideration of health, cleanliness or decency 
were allowed to stand in the way of the pro- 
prietor’s profits. These houves 2. such 
pl e spots, such a source of absolute danger 
o the community, that Lord Shaftes 


bury ob- 
tained the passing of an act which compelled 
every common lodging-house tobe registered 


and to be placed under police regulation and 
poice inspection. . 
The act has proved a positive boon to the 


working classes. The common —— house 
of to-day is clean and fairly comfo ©. Each 
house is licensed to receive a certain number 
only; every man must have a bed to himself, 
and each bed must have so much space given 
to it. The differenge in this respect may 
be ju from the that in one com- 
mon lodging-house with which I am ac- 
uainted a room now licensed for eleven 
formerly contained twenty eight. 
Moreover, the act compels frequent scrub- 
bings of floors and 11 Ot walls, and 
the slightest case of lliness must be at once re- 
rted to the nearest police station. Seeing 
he class of customers the proprietor has to

LONG-DISTANCE TELEGRAPHY. 


Clock Signals Sent Over 7,000 Miles of Wire 
in a Fraction of a Second. 


From the San Francisco Alta. 

The recently announced claim of a tele. 
graphic circuit ofover ten thousand miles, 
surpassing all previous experiments, is some. 
what misleading. Many efforts at long circuit 


work have occurred during the last few years, 
the distance varying from 4,600 to 8, 100. 

It is a matter of considerable pride to tha 
old operators of the Western Union 
Telegrap Company in San Francisco 
that the feat of transmitting clock signalg 
through 7,200 miles of line and talking throug 
that same line has never been equaled. Th 
occasion of this feat was the telegraphic de- 
termination of the difference of longitude in 
time between the United States coast survey 
station in San Francisco and the observatory 
of the Harvard University at Cambridge in the 
year 1869. In order to determine the time ofa 
Signal either from the clock (or from 
the operator’s W over the given 
length of the ine of 8,600 miles, 
three different methods were devised, 
One of these was original with Prof. George 
Davidson, who had charge of the observa- 
tions. Through the liberality of the manage- 
ment ofthe Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pone & double circuit of line was looped at 

ambridge, so that there extended from the 
San Francisco observatory 3,600 miles to Cam- 
bridge and the return from Cambridge by a 
somewhat different route of nearly equal 
length. The two ‘‘earths’’ were under the 
San Francisco observatory, distant from each 
other not more than ten feet. The 
line was first opened by an operator 
in the observatory and when the las 
connection was made at Cambridge the 
San Francisco operator was consi 1 
astonished to get his own message bac 
within one second of time. 

Then the astronomical break-circuit clock 
was thrown into line and made its first break 
On a pen recording upon arevoiving cylinder 
of —— in the San Francisco observatory, 
and after this break had traversed the line to 
Cambridge it returned and made a break upon 
a second pen moving parallel with the 
former in about eight-tenths of a second 
of time. This was continued eve 
second for several minutes, and was repeate 
upon several nights, and when one of the 
twelve batteries this long circuit was re- 
moved the wave length time was reduced to 
only aixty-five hundredths of asecond. Con- 
versation was, of course, carried on at th 
same rate of speed. This feat over a line 7,2 
miles in length, has been unrtvaſed up to th 
— time, botn as a practical working ex 

ibit and a scientific success.

The Extra Session of the Texas Legislature— 
The Governor's Message.

AusTIN, Tex., April 16.—The Legislature met 
to-day in extra session with a quorum pres- 
ent. The Governor’s message is quite com- 
prehensive and is considered a very able doc- 
ument. He very forcibly depre- 
cates the **close-fisted’’ policy and 
says the Legislature should not exhaust 


their spasm of reform at each recurring ses- 
sion by going into the several State depart- 
ments and cutting down the salaries of afew 
clerks, and while squabbling over the 
amount of the reduction, spending in 
per diem and other contingent expenses at- 
tending their work far more than tbe sum 
saved amounts to; the people want 
an efficient government, but they 
don’t want it ata sacrifice to a mistaken idea 
ofeconomy which saves a dime on one hand 
and squanders bundreds of dollars on the 
other.

Senator Hawley on the Failure—The Latest 
News From London, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcn, 

WASHINGTON, D. O. „ April 16.— Senator 
Hawley was seen last night on his return 
from Fortress Monroe by the Posr-Drir Aron 
correspondent and asked if he desired to 
make any statement in answer tothe charge 
that he had lent his name as President of the 
American Exchange in Europe, drawn a large 
salary and performed no services, The Sen- 
ator was very indignant at first and refused to 


discuss the matter at all, but after a 
little consideration said: ‘‘Eight years 
ano 1 was elected President of the 


American Exchange, and since that time I 
have made five trips ecross the Atlantic on 
business connected with the company, spend- 
ing some time in Europe on each occasion. I 
have attended nearly every meeting of the 
Board of Directors and have frequently vis- 
ited the office and known what was being 
done. My friends who are cognizant of all the 
circumstances are aware that there is no 
truth in the statement that I have been a mere 


figurehead. That is all I care to say about the 
matter. 

„Is the Exchange insolvent?“ 

It has been put inthe hands of a receiver 
by the action of the Board of Directors „who 
considered that the best step to prevent a 
valuable property from going toruin. Some 
time ago it was hoped we could reorganize and 
make thig step unnecessary, but as that was 
not done, it was thought best to let the re- 
ceiver take charge. We have a property that 
is very valuabie and it would be a pity if it 
should be lost. You will excuse me ifI de- 
cline to say anything further at this time.’’ 


The Real Condition of Affairs. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, April 16.—The inconvenience to 
American travelers supposed to have been 
occasioned by the closing of the American 
Exchange in London is purely imaginary 


and the scenes depicted in the London pa- 

ers yesterday about clamoring crowds and 

ungry creditors are made out of whole cloth. 
Routine business continues and the whole 
staff of clerks are, as usual, engaged in di- 
recting Western tourists to Westminster Ab- 
bey and telling the intelligent traveler 
at what time the tidal rains start. 
The stamp counter fs still doing a roaring 
trade. It was certainly intended by the de- 
cree of injunction obtained by Mr. Butcher 
on Friday, that the current letters of credit 
should be honored, but when the liquidator 
took charge Saturday morning he said that 
the order of the court was not clearand that 
until further instructions came he would have 
to refuse to honor the credit letters. This de- 
cision was made just as drafts by four persons 
were being presented, but fortunately the 
possessors had other resources. Before 
Christmas it became well known here that the 
Exchange was short of money. Depositors 
wishing cash in small drafts of £10 were often 
compelled to waitfor hours while the clerks 
hurried about trying to raise the money. This 
becoming notorious, few were hardy enough 
to deposit. The largest single losers are Chas.

The concern 
has been kept 1 it is said, with their 
funds, amounting to £1,800, and though aware 
ofthe condition of the business, they could 
never withdraw the account.

FIVE YEARS IN THE PEN, 


The Sentence of John Donovan Who Killed 
His Brether on Christmas. 


Another plea from a murderer was accepted 


inthe Criminal Court to-day. It was from 
John Donovan, who killed his brother, Owen 


Donovan, on Christmas day. The two 
brothers had been quarreling frequently 


for months about a womrn Jonn kept and for 
along time had installed in the same house 
withthe family. Christmas day John was 
drunk, and the brothers had anotber quarrel, 
and scuffle in which Owen came out best. A 
long while after it had subdsided, Owen was 
putting on his shirt and John started out 
of the house. As he passed his brother, he 
plunged a knife into him up to the hilt. killing 
Um almost instantly. The mother had just 
been carried into the heuse drunk 
and was stretched out mnncenscious 
on the bed, while the blind stepfather was in 
the adjoining room. Vhe testimony taken be- 
fore the Coroner’s jury made it out a case of 
murder in the first degree. Be- 
fore the Grand-jury the witnesses altered 
their statements considerably, and an indict- 
ment was returned for murder in the second 
degree. All the witnesses were family friends 
who were swerving around to John’s side, 
and the Circuit Attorne concluded he 
hon better accept the plea offered by Owens. 
Accordingly the latter was allowed to plead 
guilty to mansiaughter in the second degree 
and was sentenced to live years in the Pen!- 
tentiary.

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DAMSELL’S STORY. 


THE ADAMS SUPERINTENDENT IN THE 
FOTHERINGHAM DAMAGE SUIT. 


Testimony Taken This Morning in the United 
States Circuit Court—Route-Agent John 
B. Barrett on the Stand—He is Handled 
Roughly by John D. Johnson—Other 
Witnesses. 


This is the twelfth day of the trial ot D. 8. 
Fotheringham’s damage suit in the United 
States Circuit Court against the Adams Ex- 
press Company. Thejuryand attorneys did 
not seem to be fagged by their constant at- 
tendance, but Judge Thayer was evidently 
impatient at the length to which 
the trial was being dragged. No 
trial in either of the United States Courts, if 
the whisky frauds be excluded, has ever occu- 
pied so much of the court’s time, and in none 
of them, the same exception being made, 
have so many witnesses been examined. It is 
not now at all likely that the testimony will be 
finishea before the adjournment on Wednes- 
day, though the defense will probably close 
to-morrow. Ifthe trial has not established 
the lack of ‘‘probable cause’’ on which 
Fotheringham was detained and prosecuted 
by the Express Company, it has clearly and 
sufficiently established his innocence. The 
first witness called this morning was Wm. F. 
Williams, cashier for the Adams Express 
Company. He was not put upon the stand 
until the Court had waited some twenty 
minutes for the lawyers and parties 
to arrive. Mr. WIlllams was money clerk 
for the Adams at the Union Depot on the night 
ot October 25, 1886, and prepared the pouches 
which Fotheringham took out on the ’Frisco. 
He was excused to bring insome books from 
which could be shown how much Fothering- 
ham took out on his runs from August 11 to 


October 25. He returned with a number of 
bulky volumes,and was excused that he might 
orepare a statement ofthe money taken out 
by all the messengers on the Frisco during 
that period. 

J „ Waters of 1125 South Tenth street, 
money way-billclerk for the Adams and South- 
ern Express Companies, was Mr. Williams’ 
assistant on October B, 1886. He explained how 
Fotheringham got the money for his run on 
the date mentioned. He said it was possible 
for a messenger to know what the sealed 
pouches conteined by . the money 
clerks calling off the amounts to be placed in 
the pouches. 

JOHN B. BARRETT, 

the route agent of the Adams Express Com- 
any, who had been handled so roughly by 
Fotheringham when the latter was on the 
stand, was next called. Hetold of Fother- 
ingbam’s return to St. Louis after the 
rob bery. ‘‘I met him at the depot,“ 
the witness said; ‘‘he wassmiling and did not 
seem to be at all frightened or worried.““

The plaintiff objected to further 
testimony on the letter until it was shown how 
the letter had reached Mr. Dam- 
sell. Judge Thayer permitted Mr. Damsell 
to be put uponthe stand to show where the 
letter came from. He testified that he ree 
ceived the letter by mail. He did not know 
the writer of the letter, W. S. McCleary of Re- 
‘public, Mo., and had never made the ac- 
quaintance of that person. 

Mr. Barrett was recalied and the letter was 
then introduced. McCleary wrote to the 
Managers of the Adams Express Company,’’ 
informing them that he suspected G. J. Roote, 
Fotheringham’s stepfather, as he knew 
Roote to be unprincipied, and also knew that 
Rote rode in Fotheringham's car on the night 
of October 9 from St. Louis to Springfeid. 
Judge Thayer told the jury that the letter was 
allowed to be read only to show cause for the 
visit of Barrett to Mansfield and must not be 
taken as evidence to impeach the witness, E. 
J. Roote, as there was no evidence of the truth 
of the charges the letter contained. 

The examination of Barrett then continued, 
the defendant’s attorney dropping the Mans- 
field incident and addressing himself to the 
| witness’ belief in Fotheringham’s complicity 
in the robbery. Barrett said that he believed 
Fotheringham guilty and reported that

ONE CHANCE IN FIVE, 


No Material Change in Mr. Cenkling’s Con- 
dition—The Bulletins. 


NEw YorK, April 16.—At3o’clock this morn- 
ing Dr. Barker said in his official bulletin that 
there was no material change in Mr. Conk- 
ling’s condition, His pulse and temperature 
were about the same. The patient slept for 
four hours during the night and was still 
asleep at8o’clock. Mr. Conkling took a good 
deal of nourishment during the night. 

Dr. Barker called upon Mr. Conkling at 9:15 
o’clock and remained with his patient nearly 
three-quarters of an hour. He was accom- 
panied by Dr. Sands. When Dr. Barker came 
out he announced officially that Mr. Conkling 
had passed a very comfortable night, indeed. 
The physician pow places Mr. Conkling’s 
chances as one in five. He says Mr. Oonkling 
is quite strong comparatively speaking, owing 
to the amount of nourishment which he has 
been taking. His pulse is 94, temerature 99 
and respiration normal. 

Dr. Sands dressed the wound. Mr. Conkling 
complained a great deal of the pain, which Dr. 
Barker pronounces a good sign as it shows the 
sensitiveness of the patient, whose system 
must be improving to feel the pain so acutely. 
The wound has began to healand Dr. Barker 
expresses himself as being decidedly hopeful, 
so much so that he will not, unless called 
upon, visit Mr. Conkling until 2 or 8 o’clock 


this afternoon. 
BRIGHTER PROSPECTS. 


At 12:30 o’clock Col. Fred Grant came out of 
Mr. Conkling’s apartments. When spoken to 
he said: ‘‘Everything in the house is 
bright and smiling to-day. Mrs. Conkling 
looks as though she has lost a 
great weight of trouble from her mind, 
She is infinitely relieved by the good news im- 
parted to her by the doctors. Mrs. Conkling 
and Mrs. Oakman are looking remarkably 
well, considering the trouble through which 
they have passed, and I am more than de- 
lighted to witness such a state of things.’’ 

Mr. Conkling’s condition was unchanged at 
1 p.m. When Dr. Hartley left at 12:30 Mr. 
Conkling was in a half doze. One of 
the physicians said this afternoon 
that there was no danger of death inthe next 
twelve hours; that there would be ample 
warning in case so unfortunate a termination 
should occur.

Yet 2,600 members of the 
Flint-Glass Workers’ Union are idle and 
the flint-glass manufacturers” esfablish- 
ments in the Pittsburg district are closed, 
because the men are convinced that they 
are not getting their fair share of the pro- 
tection afforded by the tariff.

ANTI-TRUST LAW. 

Iowa leads off with a recently enacted 
law against trusts. Railroad corporations 
are expressly excepted from its operations 
on the ground that other laws for the 
prevention of pooling have been especially 
enacted forthem. But the new statute 
forbids, under a penalty not exceeding 
$5,000 nor less than 500, any corporation 
other than railroad to ‘‘create, enter into 
“or become a member of or party to any 
„pool, trust, combination or confederation 
“to regulate or fix the price of oil, coal, 
“lumber, grain, flour, provisions or any 
“other commodity whatever,” or to “fix or 
“limit the amountor quantity of any com- 
“modity or article to be mined, manufact- 
“ured, produced or sold“ inthe State. The 
same statute imposes the same penalties 
on copartnerships or individuals for 
doing the same acts prohibited to corpo- 
rations. On the trial of an indictment for 
conspiracy to defraud, as defined in the 
act, it makes all officers and agents of part- 
nerships or corporations competent wit- 
nesses against the defendant, and pro- 
vides that they shall be compelled to tes- 
tify and to produce books and papers, 
and shall not be excused from answering 
questions that may criminate themselves, 
but provides also that this compulsory 
evidence shall not be used against a wit- 
ness when put on trial himself. This law 
seems to be shaped for reaching the mark 
as far as State legislation can. Probably 
the worst effects of the trust business, 
however, are matters of interstate com- 
merce and can be reached by Congres- 


sional legislation only.

| DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


. 
A CASE. OT JUDGMENT-CREDITOR AGAINST 
STOCKHOLDER SQUARELY DECIDED. 


Judge Valliant Interprets the Law in a Case 
Arising From the Butchers & Drovers’ 
Bank Failure—Trial of the Stevenson 
Claim for Attorney’s Fee in the Rosen- 
thal Attachments—A Damage Suit for 
820,000—A Mental Inquiry in the Pro- 
bate Court—The Sanford Will. 


Judge Valliantrendered an interesting de- 
cision to-day in the Coquard vs. Prendergast 
case. Thiswas a motion under section 736 
Revised Statutes by Mr. Coquard, a judgment 
creditor of the Butchers & Dovers’ Bank, for 
execution against Mr. Prendergast, who, at 
thetime of the failure of the bank wasa 
stockholder holding unpaid stock on 
which he owed $500. Since the 
failure he purchased the scrip, sued upon it, 
and obtained judgment against the bank for 
$646. It was unpaid and he contended that it 
was an offset against his liability on the stock. 
The testimony showed that he paid only $125 
for the scrip and that he bought it for the pur- 
pose of offsetting the stock liability. 
Mr. Coquard’s judgment against the 
bank was also founded on scrip purchased 
after the failure at a discount. Mr. Coq uard 
was not a stockholder. 

The question presented was whether Mr. 
Prendergast could offset his judgment against 
his stock liability to the full amount. Mr. Co- 
quard took the position that Mr. Prendergast 
was entitled to offset t to the extent of $125,the 
amount paid for thescrip, but not further. 
The Court, on the principles laid down by the 
Supreme Court in the case of Jermen against 
Benton and Shickle vs. Watts, decides in 
favor of Mr. Pendergast, and the motion for 
execution is denied. The liability of a stock- 
holder is a trust fund leftin his hands by the 
corporation subject to the demands of 
creditors. There is no common law 
process that can reach it at the suit 
of a creditor and but for the statute in ques- 
tion a creditor could reach the fund only by 
a bill in quits, The statutory proceeding is 
purely a legal — resembling in form 
and character more the process of garnish- 
ment on execution than any other familiar 
writ. In the case of Sanger vs. Hogan the 
court held that the defendant could offset his 
stock liability only to the extent of the 
money paid by him for his judgment against 
the corporation, but he was the President 
of the corporation, and that fact was the 
controlling feature of the case. 

A stockholder bears no such fiduciary rela- 
tion to the corporation, and he is as free to 
speculate inits paper as a stranger. When 
called into acourtof equity at the suit of a 
creditor he must pay up his stock liability 
dollar for dollar, and he may then prove up 
his claim as creditor along with the other 
creditors and share with them in equal pro- 
porwee. The equities of the parties cannot 

e regulated however in a —＋—— Dy a 
motion under the statute. The Supreme Court 
halds that the stockholder bein 
creditor has an equitable liea along 
with the other creditors against his 
own stock liability, but it would be as unjust 
to allow one creditor to absorb the whole 
amountfor his debt asto allow the stock 
holder creditor himself to do so. When it ap- 
pears that the stockholder is a creditor in an 
amount equal to or greater than the amount 
of his unpaid stock, this fact of itself ought to 
constitute a sufficient defense toa proceeding 
against him by motion. 

If the defendant has a legal debt against the 
corporation it may be offset inthis kind of 
proceeding. The stock liability must be 
reached in another way.

on the basis of per cent. His claim originally 
was 10 per cent. 


Alleged to Be of Unsound Mind. 


A jury was called in the Probate Court to- 
day to determine the mental condition of 
Heinrich Kilosemeyer. His relatives declare 
that he is of unsound mind and incapable of 
managing his affairs. From the testimony of 
the mother it appeared that he has been weak- 
minded ever stnce he left the army, and at 
times he becomes very violent, throwing 
rocks and breaking windows. He was pres- 
ent in court and was permitted to question 
the witnesses. It is proposed to secure his 
admission to a military asylum. 


Damages fer Presecution. 


Leon Schlernitzauer by next friend against 
Dennis A. Byrne isthetitle of a damage suit 
filed to-day in the Circuit Court. The plaintiff 
asks for §W,000 damages and alleges that he 


was wrongfully charged with the embezzle- 
ment of $1 at the instance of the defendant. 
He was arrested and the Court of Criminal 
Correction subséquently upon a hearing 
ordeied the case to be dismissed. 


The Sanford Will Probated. 


The will of Jane R. Sanford was admitted 
to probate to-day. The property is left to the 
daughter, Mary W. Avis, and her husband, 
Wm. H. Avis, is appointed executor without 


bond. The granddaughters, Jane and Eliza- 
beth Sanford, having been provided for in 
the will of their father, receive but $l each.

A Farmer Persecuted for Befriending Mor- 
mon Missionaries in West Virginia. 


PARKERSBURG, W. Va., April 16.—Ten 
months ago an apostle of Mormonism calling 
himself John Smith, and claiming relationsbip 
to the founder of the faith, came unheralded 
into the wilderness (comparatively) of Cal 
houn County, W.Va. In about three weeks an- 
other man named Jacobs arrived. He was of 
priestly demeanor and sacerdotal habit. It 


was observed at once that the men were there 
for a common object. 

The two then al audience room 
and announced their mission as that of 
ing Mormonism.’’ For a time they 
very few hearers, but — Bag 
meetings nightly, they succéeded a 
few weeks, in gathering a large congregation. 
One or the other would preach at — — 
during the day they would drive through the 
country in different directions visiting the 
families represented at their meetings and 
endeavoring to proselyte them after a fashion 
peculiarly their own. , 

It was soon noticed that while they treated 
the old and young men and women with equal 
cordiality and respect at the public — 
in their private visits they selected ly the 
homes where unmarried women live. At these 
places they made the most protracted and 
most frequent visits. They would often claim 
that a private Interview was necessary to im- 

ress upon them the truths of their religion. 

o things went on for several months and 
until the winter was nearly spent, when ugly 
rumors began to spread, in which the names 
of the two aposties and some of their fair 
prosel figured very prominently. 

In their public yreachings the Mormons 
had indirectly defended the practice of 
polygamy, often 5 pee a lores part of the 
hour of discourse in quoting Biblical expres- 
sions to sustain their statements. The rumors 
concerning them led tothe belief that they 
were practicing their precepts tothe scandal 
and disgrace of the Comments, anda num- 
ber of indignant men ordered them to leave 
the neighborhood within two hours. They 
were notified that should they return a sum- 
mary punishment awaited them, 

But these two aposties were not without 
one friend. His name is Wm. Metz, his 
occupation 1 farmer, his wealth 
ample for comfort and his 
excellent. During the sojourn of the Mormon- 
ites he lent them horses, entertained them 
at his house, encouragéd them to remain, 
and showed his sincerity nightly by ocoupy- 
ing a prominent sition at their meetings. 
In fact, it is said, he paid all the expenses in- 
cident to their preaching. When they were 
ordered away 

HE PROTESTED STRONGLY 
against it and championed their cause against 
his neighbors. Heeven accompanied them 
some distance when they left and was 
loath to let them go. ince that time 
his life has been made one continual 
round of abuse and persecution. Shortly 
after they went away about three weeks ago, 
his fine house and barn were burned to the 
ground in the night time, his family barely 
escaping with their lives. In the meantime, 
he was the recipient of letters ordering him to 
leave the country and threatening vengeance 
if he did not. Metz sold the old farm on 
which he had lived and purchased another 
some miles away. The night before he was 
to enter his new home, ten days ago, he saw 
it on fire, and it was soon burned to the 
ground. Last week he succeeded in securing 
another piece of property, and intended mov- 
ing there in a day or two. When he went to it 
Saturday night he found only an ash heap, and 
a warning to leave the country at once putin 
a conspicuous place, 

For some time police officers have been en- 
deavoring to ascertain who were the per- 
petrators of the — but they claim 
not to have succeeded. In addition to 
the burning of the man’s property and order- 
ing him to leave, his cattle have been 
poisoned, his wells choked up and his fences 
destroyed. His children have also been the 
subject of persecution, their former compan- 
ions neglecting them and treating them 
with,scorn. Metz’ wife is almost deranged 
over the continued persecution. Driven 
from place to 8 her friends de- 
— and er relatives cold. 
She is almost ready to give up in 
despair. She at first refused totake up with 
the Mormons, but her husband’s continued 
adherence to them induced herto follow his 
example, and before they left she was an ardent 
worshipper. Metz was compelled to sell his 
property for very little and to pay very dearly 
for what he purchased, so that he is no 
left scarcely anything. 

Metz feels now that his life is no longer safe 
in the community and that he has not a friend 
to whom he can go. A year ago bis standing 
was of the very highest, and his neighbors 
had frequently shown their esteem Dy select- 
ing him for responsible positions. To-day he 
is little better thanatramp. Amid it all he 


adheres to his belief in the new 
Mormon daoctrines and finds his only 
consolation in the thought that he is 


suffering martyrdom, a position in which his 
wife concurs, Just where to look for property 
Metz says he does not know, as those who 
would otherwise sell to him hesitate for fear 
that they may share the indignation of the 


populace. Should Metz continue in the 
neighborhood it is generally believed 
that he will be foully dealth with. 


So intense is 
the feeling against Metz for encouraging the 
missionaries who broughtsuch gene 
grace into many families, and so u is 
this feeling that the law breakers w 

be asked to render any account.

THE HENDRICKS ASSOCIATION WILL COVER 
ITSELF WITH GLORY. 


Plans for Receiving the Visiting Organiza- 
tions During the National Democratic 
Convention—Marching Corps to be Un- 
formed by the Association—A Legal Fight 
for the Poll-Books—Convention Arrange- 
ments—Republican Ward Clubs—Political 
Notes. 


The Hendricks Democratic Association will 
meet to-nightto make arrangements for the 
entertainment of kindred visiting organiza: 
tions during the National Democratic Conven- 
tionin June. Areportof the subcommittees 
on subscriptions compiled to-day shows 
that $8,100 has been subscribed to the 
association fund. To-night the appropria- 
tious of this amount will be discussed. 

The front and interior of the Association 
quarters, opposite the Exposition Building, 
will be handsomely decorated. For this pur- 
pose a liberal sum will be laid aside. A brass 
band will be engaged for ‘‘three days and 
three nights. if the recommendation of the 
Executive Committee is adopted by the Asso- 
ciation. There is some difference of opinion 
astothe best plan of organizing marching 
corps. It is intended to have two corps of 100 
men each to do escort duty for the delegations 
of uniformed clubs arriving at the Union 
Depot. 

In order that there may always de full 
ranks so that the corps may be divided into 
four, six or eight squads forthe reception of 
different delegations arriving at about the 
same hour, it will be suggested to-night to 
change the plan of organizing the corps. 
The Association has upwards of 600 mem- 
bers. It will be proposed to canvass the 
list to ascertain how many members 
will participate in the parades, I 
and on what days and at what 


hours it will be most convenient for them 
to take part. By making the assignments on 
this information the commanders will be able 
to have two full corps on hand for escort duty 
at all times. 

The marching members will be furnished 
with a Greeley bat and a Cleveland cane and a 
Hendricks badge. The bat willbea white 
plug, trimmed in pearl colored finishings. 
The cane will be a black stick of light, flexible 
wood surmounted by a metal knob bearing a 
relief medallion of President Cleveland. he 
badges will be of white silk ribbon bearing gold 
lettering as follows: ‘‘Hendricks Democratic 
Association of St. Louis.—Organized 1886, 
and a head and bust of Thomas A. Hendricks.

REVIVALIST TATMAN. 


Clergymen Not Unanimous as to the Result of 
His Labors.

CHARLESTON, April 16.—A revivalist named 
Yatman has just closed a series of sermons 
here lasting two weeks, during which it is 
said he delivered over 150 sermons and con- 
verted over600 souls. He was employed by the 
Ministers’ Union, an organization composed 
of some of the leading Protestant clergymen 
ot the city. It is evident that there is not 
unanimity of opinion among Protestant 
clergymen onthe subject of the benefits of 
revivals. The News published yes- 
terday morning interviews with Episcopal, 
Methodist, Presbyterian, Huguenot and Uni- 
tarian ministers,in which a variety of views are 
expressed. The Rev. Wilson, Episcopalian, 
says: ‘‘Revivalism and emotional religion and

whatever upon the effects produced nor dol 
regard themas other than injurious to the 
cause of religion.’’ 

The Rev. Mr. Smart, Methodist, approves of 
revivals provided the converts receive ‘‘simi- 
lar subsequent pastoral care.’’ The Rev. 
Mr. Vedder, Huguenot, thinks that revivals 
are of permanent benefit to the church. 
Rev. Mr. Browne, Unitarian, suspects the per- 
manency of influences which come by artifi- 
cial methods. He thinks that fully 50 per 
cent of revival converts are hypocrites.

SPORT WITH THE GUN. 


THRONGS OF HUNTERS OROSSING THE 
BRIDGE EVERY MORNING. 


An Unusually Active Season Among Sports- 
men—Facts About Ducks and Snipe—Why 
Americans Are the Best Shots in the 
World—An Expert’s Experience on Both 
Sides of the Ocean. 


J usually have very few few passengeérs on 
the down trip,’’ said the driver of a Washing - 
ton avenue owl car to a Posr. Dieren re- 
porter, but for the last two weeks the east- 
bound car has been much more crowded than 
that going west. The cause has been the rush 
of hunters to the Illinois shore. I have driven 
an owl car for several years, but never have I 


carried s0 many hunters. They start 
across the bridge long before day- 
light, and return about noon. Some 


bring home game, and some come back emp- 
ty-handed, but whether successful or not the 
enthusiasm of all seems to remain undimin- 
ished, as I carry the same men, dogs and guns 
three or four times a week. 

In order to discover what had occasioned 
such unusual activity among sportsmen, a 
PoOsT-DISPATOH reporter called upon a well- 
known local huntsman, who had shot feath- 
ered game on both sides of the ocean and was 
thoroughly conversant with everything per- 
taining to shooting. 

THE RUSH FOR GAMB, 

‘‘Thave myself noticed that there has been an 
uncommonly great rush tothe haunts of game 
this spring,’’ this gentleman replied, ‘‘and 
am at a loss to accountfor it. Game is not at 
the present time especially abundant; in fact, 
quite the contrary, as the birdsare decidedly 
scarcer and shyer than usual. All that are in 
season now are ducks and snipe, and but few 
of the former are left. I never knew as poor a 
season for ducks as this spring has been. 
I have gone to the ponds and 
sloughs, both up and down the river, 


but have found very few birds. From what 
I have heard from sportsmen in other 
— of the country I am inclined to be- 
lieve that the ducks went round usin their 
flight north, passing both to the east and 
west, and neglecting their old grounds. The 
snipe have done the same in a 
measure, and many streams in Mis- 
sourl and Llinois, where they formerly 
Swarmed, are now almost deserted. But 
they have not left their old districts, and I 
know of several places, which for obvious 
reasons I do not care to mention, where they 
are more plentiful than ever. A few sports- 
men have discovered their new haunts, es- 
specially those on the Illinois side, and Indi- 
vidual bags have been larger than usual, al- 
though 1 belleve the aggregate number of 
birds killed will fall decidedly below the 


vergae. 
AT HOME AND ABROAD. 

It is a fact,aithough one not generally rec- 
Ognized, that the American sportsmen in cer- 
tain kinds of shooting are by far the best in 
the world. I have shotin England, Scotland, 
France and Germany, and have seen the best 


amateur sportsmen of all these coun- 
tries in the leid. 1 am =“*—firmly con- 
vinced, after long experience, that 


in snapshooting the best men abroad would 
not rank higher than good second rates in this 
country, that is if compared with the Eastern 
sportsmen, who in this department of sport 
decidedly excel us Westerners. The reason 
for their excellence is to be found in the fact 
that their experience is principally in shooting 
in woods and thick underbrush, where if a 
bird is not knocked down the instant that it 
rises, it escapes through the trees. The 
quickness with which some of the New York 
and New Jersey gunners handle their weap- 
ons, knocking over a woodcock while the bird 
is dodging etween tree-trunks with the 
speed of lightning, has to be seen to 
be uppreciated, and cannot be paralleled 
anywhere else inthe world. Four years ago l 
was in England in company with one of the 
best shots in Brooklyn, and his feats in quick 
shooting caused the English sportsmen to 
open their eyes in astonishent. But when he 
got on the Scotch moors and tried to shoot 
the black game he found him- 
self at a great disadvantage. These birds 
are extremely wild, will not lle tothe dog, 
and never allow a sportsman to get within 
thirty yards. The mannerin which English 
sportsmen will bring down a bird thatappears 
to be almost beyond rifle range would cause 
our best prairie gunners to open their eyes in 
astonishment. They usually use heavier guns 
than those common in this country, and 
every one is chokebored, but even when this 
advantage is considered, their shooting at 
long distances ia little short of phenomenal, 
But put the same menin a wooded country, 
against small birds of irregular flight, and they 
are perfectly helpless, while an Amer- 
cian sportsman will rapidly fill his bag. All 
things considered, our points of excellence 
more than compensate for our deficiencies, 
and a fair judge would be obliged to assign the 
American sportsman the first position among 
bird shots.

Bome Sensational Statements Investigated— 
Condition of the Cattle.

BLOOMINGTON, III., April 16.—A few days 
ago a telegram from this city was widely pub- 
lished to the effect that 100 head of cattle near 
the city, which had recently been dehorned, 
were in a most pitiable condition as the result 
ofthe operation; that maggots had appeared 
in the mortifying flesh of their heads, eto. The 
matter has attracted wide attention and com- 


ment and hundreds of queries have been re- 
ceived regarding it. Yesterday the represen- 
tative of the Post-DIsPpaTcH visited the cattle. 
It was found thatthe number of cattle in bad 
condition had been greatly exageer- 
ated. Out of erhaps, one hundred 
cattle dehorned in March in five herds, some 
twenty were found to be still suffering and in 
a shocking —— The owners of the cattle 
claim that this was ali the result of the bune- 
ling and improper manner in which the opera- 
tion had been performed. In one instance 
the horn was cut dewn and the ear and a piece 
ofthe flesh three inches long and two anda 
alf inches wide was cut out. Thomas A. 
alton had nineteen dehorned March 15, and 
six of them were found to have maggots. He 
said that he had doctored then 
twice and the — _ areallgone. None of 
the cattle are well, but he apprehends no dan- 
er.

of the horns were cut slanting; some were 
pawed nearly off and then bent down and cut 
off with a knife, while others were sawed 
from two sides and the course of the saw at 
the meeting point would vary in a horn from 
an eighth to half an inch.

Press Arrangements. 

The Press Committee of the Citizens’ Con- 
vention Committee has been notified that 800 
seats will be assigned the working reporters at 
the National Democratic Convention at Expo- 


sition Building. These arrangements will 
probably have to be altered, as the com- 
mittee is apparently moving without 
any definite information as to the re- 
quirements. When tbe matter was suggested 
to Chairman Barnum during his recent visit 
he was of the opinion that about sixty seats 
would be sufficient. 

Mr. Chus. Osborneof the Associated Press 
telegraphed to Mr. Austin H. Brown of the 
National Committee, who was in charge of the 
press accommodations, asking about the ar- 
rangements in 1884. He replied that at that 
convention there were not less than 400 work- 
ing reporters in the press gallery and 
that provision should be made for not less 
than 500 reporters at the coming convention. 
Besides the number of representatives of the 
Press in the gallery at the last convention 
there were 700 tickets issued to representatives 
of smaller papers. A diagram of the conven- 
tiom hall at Chicago showed that 266 seats had 
been marked as occupied, sustaining Mr. 
Brown's estimate that 400 men had been given 
place in the press quarters at Chicago in 1884.
